The Northern members who voted 
for the bill, haviug important rivers and 
harbors in their districts, claim that while 
they saw tho injustice in spending money 
on many nnnavigablo nuil seemingly i 
worthless rivers and creeks in the South, I 
were driven to tho alternative oE taking 
tho bill as reported by^he committee on 
commerce, or have nothing at all.

WASHINGTON', D. C., Aug, 8.—The ses- 


sion closed at last at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon without any of the usual excitmor.t 
either within the two Houses or in tho 
lobbies. 
Indeed, tho lobby members, 


who have had a most unprofitable wiuter, 
left the city some days since. President 
Arthur, accompanied 
by his 
Cabuet, 


came to the Capitol about 'J o'clock, and 
proceeded to tho President's room from 
whence ho sent a message to each of tho 
two Houses, through its committee, stat- 
ing that ho had no i'tivther communica- 
tions to make to Congress.
